Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on March 8, 2002 has been fully considered and subsequently 
found persuasive. 

Reason for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-17 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

Claims 1-17 are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the 
specification, none of the references of record-alone or in combination disclose or suggest the 
combination of limitations specified in the independent claims including. 

Substantially regarding claims 1-9, the prior art of record fails to show or render an 
obvious subject matter on a synchronizing data protocol substantially comprises a preamble 
insertion module especially for inserting a preamble code word into selected frames in the data 
stream only when the master device and the codec are either initially synchronized or need to be 



re-synchronized for transmission to the codec and a synchronizing preamble detection module 
for detecting the presence of the preamble code word in the data stream.

In regard to claims 10-13 and 14-17, the prior art of record also fails to show or make 
obvious of the means and method for synchronizing a codec to a master device over the serial 
data bus such as providing an interrupt signal to the codec, monitoring the data stream received 
by the codec for the presence of the synchronizing preamble code word used only when the 
codec device and the serial data bus are initially synchronized or need to be re-synchronized and 
basing a timing in the codec on the timing of the detection of the synchronizing preamble code 
word by the codec,
